Dear  Editor; 

A few  years  ago  it  was  common 
to  hear  Khrushchev  saying  “We 
will  bury  you!”  This  statement 
was  given  as  Exhibit  Number  One 
in  demonstrating  the  devilish, 
hate-filled  doctrines  of  commun- 
ism. Today  we  still  hear  the  slog- 
an, however  altered,  only  it  seems 
to  be  coming  from  the  other  side 
of  the  Atlantic.

Inscribed  on  the  green  cloth  camouflage  covers  of  nicB 
helmets  is  the  Army  unit  designation  and  home  state  of  ^ 
owner.  Various  unit  nicknames  such  as  Hard  Corps,  i 
First  Team,  Belt  Buckle,  Tiger  Fish,  or  Stands  Alone] 
also  included.

The  steel  pot  has  many  faces  and  many  uses,  and  wi  ^ 
not  always  be  spoken  of  in  reverent  terms  by  combat- weal 
GFs  but  its  standard  use  as  “life-saver”  will  keep  it  on  tl 
combat  scene  for  a good  time  to  come.

The  World  At  A Glance 


How  To  Combat 
Extremism

Only  in  the  U.S.  do  we  find  so-called  super-patriots  who 
continually  espouse  the  oldest  myth  of  the  cold  war — the 
myth  that  all  Communists  of  all  countries  are  identical  in 
puiTJOse,  that  all  are  united  in  a world-wide  conspiracy,  that 
all  are  committed  to  sabotage  and,  furthermore,  contend  that 
we  are  drifting  in  a state  of  apathy,  hoping  that  conditions 
will  improve. 

They  demand  that  we  act  immediately  with  reason  and 
insight  (before  it  is  too  late)  to  combat  total  Communism 
which  would  include,  as  alleged  by  some  anti-semitic  e.xtrem- 
ists,  the  Zionist  conspiracy  of  Jewish  financiers. 

SUPER-PATRIOTS 

Only  in  the  U.S.,  it  seems,  do  we  find  super-duper  type 
of  anti-communism  propaganda  (30  million  annually)  ped- 
dled by  the  John  Birch  Society.  Recent  examples  of  radical 
right  agitation  are  the  attacks  in  Senate  hearings  (concern- 
ing a Consular  Treaty)  which  make  it  sound  as  though  the 
presence  of  a few  more  Soviet  Bureaucrats  in  U.S.  cities 
would  undei-mine  the  Pvepublic  and  the  assumption  that,  on 
the  healthy  economic  question  of  expanded  trade  with  Rus- 
sia, Americans  are  too  simple  and  naive  to  work  out  an  equ- 
itable exchange  of  goods  with  the  crafty  Russians. 

Yet  the  JBS  has  described  itself  as  “America’s  most 
beloved  organization,”  where  the  most  important  task  of 
members  is  to  “become  self-informed.”  When  a member  has 
become  “self-infomied”  he  is  then  urged  to  “help  inform 
others  by  the  direct  approach.”  An  extension  of  this 
lightened”  approach  is:  “The  U.N.  was  conceived,  created 
and  is  controlled  by  Communists.” 

The  facts  show  that  the  U.S.  is  paying  65  per  cent  of 
the  cost  of  the  U.N.  and  that,  for  some  strange  reason  (?), 
more  and  more  votes  are  being  cast  against  this  country. 
From  the  known  facts,  it  is  a short  step,  by  inductive  logic, 
to  conclude  that  the  U.N.  is  now  trying  to  “take  over  powers 
that  would  supersede  those  of  our  own  government  and  re- 
duce American  citizens  to  the  level  of  world  citizenship,  which 
is  80  per  cent  colored  and  60  per  cent  Communist-controlled.” 

PUSH  THE  BUTTON 

Yes,  only  in  America  can  we  obsei've  such  a phenomenon 
as  the  American  Nazi  Party  and  titular  boss,  George  Rock- 
well, who  has  promised  that,  if  elected  President,  “he  would 
push  the  button”  and  “there  would  be  no  Communist  China.” 


Rockwell,  like  many  another  “false  prophet,”  has  re- 
peatedly warned  of  what  he  calls  the  Zionist  or  “Jewish- 
Communist  conspiracy  to  take  over  the  world.”  Rockwell  and 
many  other  right  wing  radicals  still  charge  that  the  entire 
American  Civil  Rights  movement  is  a communist  move- 
ment, and,  so  it  goes. 


But,  in  all  fairness,  only  in  America  can  we  find  com- 
munist sympathizers  infiltrating  so  many  organizations 
and  so  much  left  wing  agitation,  including  the  leftist-oriented 
National  Student  Association,  subsidized  by  the  CIA. 


What  concerns  many  responsible  citizens  of  the  great 
American  middle  is  not  what  these  far-out  groups  say  (right 
or  left),  but  that  too  often  they  rely  on  slander,  misrepre- 
sentation and  even  violence  to  force  their  views  on  others 


NON-PARTISAN  GROUP 


The  Institute  for  American  Democracy,  a new  group 
which  claims  to  be  a “non-partisan,  non-profit  institute  serv- 
ing as  a clearing  house  for  information  on  extremism,”  sug 
gests  that  “it  is  high  time  we  keep  a spotlight  of  truth  shin- 
ning on  these  extremist  forces.” 


Sixty-three  prominent  citizens,  which  include  Prof.  Dan- 
iel Bell,  Francis  Biddle,  Walter  P.  Reuther,  Louis  Untermyer, 
Roy  Wilkins  and  Senator  Frank  E.  Moss  representing  a board 
spectrum  of  American  life,  are  sponsoring  the  lAD. 


The  lAD  claims  that  “at  the  national  level,  the  JBS  and 
the  Communists  share  many  goals.  Both  seek  to  discredit  the 
U.N.  Both  try  to  undeimiine  America’s  confidence  in  our 
system  of  government.  Both  seek  to  exploit  racial  tensions 
for  recruitment  pui-poses  and  both  would  have  their  followers 
give  special  allegiance  to  them,  distrusting  all  others.” 


Let  us  support  the  lAD  goal  of  “promoting  educational 
activities  which  shed  light  on  the  motives  and  methods  of 
democracy’s  foes”  and  let  us  remain  cognizant  of  the  need 
to  expose  those  who,  intolerant  of  diversity,  do  harm  to  our 
democratic  way-of-life.

This  week  is  the  only  time  the 
newly  acquired  Heidner  collection 
of  15th  and  16th  century  printing 
will  be  exhibited  in  its  entirety 
for  the  student  body,  said  Chad 
Flake,  BYU’s  special  collections 
librarian. 

The  collection  represents  works 
from  major  European  printers.  It 
went  on  display  Saturday  at  an 
open  house  at  the  J.  Reuben  Clark, 
Jr.  Library. 

David  Magee.  San  Fransico  an- 
tiquarian book  dealer  through 
whom  the  collection  was  purch- 
ased, was  present  at  the  open  house 
where  he  lectured  on  the  collection 
and  made  a gift  to  the  library  of 
a cuniform  tablet  dating  from  2055 
B.C. 

The  tablet  is  on  display  with  the 
collection  in  room  407. 

Also  exhibited  are  examples  of 
the  illuminated  initials  hand-paint- 
ed in  gold  leaf  after  the  pages 
were  printed.  Illustrations  were 
also  hand-painted. 

The  oldest  book  in  the  collection 
is  St.  Augustine’s  “De  Arte  Praedi- 
candi”  printed  in  1467  A.D.  The 
1476  A.D.  “Pliny”  printed  by  Nico- 
laus Jenson,  who  is  considered  to 
be  the  father  of  modern  typogra- 
phy, is  displayed.
